PRESIDENT CHEERED T0- THE ECHO 


Twelve Thousand People Attend the 
Opening Exercises and Listen to 
Speeches in Which the 
Chief Executive Is 
Praised. 


Chicago, October 16.—The National Peace 
Jubilee of Chicago was tonight inaugurated 
with a union thanksgiving service at the 
Auditorium. President McKinley’ attended 
and listened to addresses by a Jewish rab- 
bi. a Roman Catholic priest, a Presbyte- 
Tian clergyman and a noted colored orator. 
The applause for the president was ter- 
rific and at one time he was compelled 
to arise in hig box and respond to 
frantic cheering of the audience. The ser- 
vices, however, were of a religious charac- 
ter, and at times the solemn silence of the 
Vast assemblage was much more eloquent 
Shan the wildest applause could be. 

The presigent rested during a great part 
of the day at the residence of Captain

Lafayette McWilliams, his relative, where 


he is being entértained. He did not at- 


tend church in the morning. For a short 
time in the afternoon fhe and his wife 
were taken for a drive. The party was 
driven fo the Auditorium at 8 o’clock and 
all along the way people lined the streets 
to watch the passage of the presilent’s 
carriage. Easily 12,000 people were within 
the great Auditorium and probably as 
many more were on the outside unable 
to obtain admission. Tie president was 
eeated in a box on the left of the audi- 
torlum. Blaberate music had been pre- 
> 
pared for the meeting. 
Rabbi Starts the Applause. 

The first address was by Rabbi Emil G. 
Hirsch, who brought out a great burst of 
enthusiasm by reference to President Mc- 
Kinley. Dr. Hirsch said: 

We are proud that when war was im- 
minent the affairs of the nation were in 
the hands of a man—— 

Here Dr. Hirsch’s voice was drowned by 
@ great wave of applause. The speaher 
finished his sentence: 

a true American that loved peace. 

Loud cheers followed Dr. H.rsch’s state- 
ment of his sentiments in reference to ter- 
ritorial acquisition when he said: 

Constitutionalism, not colonia] de- 
pendency, must be the watchword of 
the war in relation to the countries de- 
livered frum Spanish rule. 

Rev. Dr. Thomas P. Hodnell, a Catholic 
clergyman, caugiht the fency and applause 
of the audience by repeated reference tv 
Dewey, Sampson, Schiey and the rough 
piders, and when he mentioned President 
McKinley by name the people became so 
demonstrative that the president was com- 
pelled to rise in his box and bow his ac- 
knowledgments. At, the conclusion of his 
address Dr. Hodnell aroused much enthu- 
siasm by a philippic against the “growing 
influence of monopoly cohesive 
power of the unjusi corporations.” 

One of the most stirring speeches of the 
evening was made by Rev. Dr. John lienry 
Barrows, who took a firm stand in favor 
of ¢he retention of the Philippines, which 
sentiment appeared to meet entirely the 
approbation of the audicnce. 

Booker T. Washington was 
speaker. He said in part: 

This country has been most fortunate 
in her victories. She has twice meas- 
ured arms with England and has won. 
She thas met the proud Spaniard and 
he lies prostrate at her feet. All this 
is well; it is magnificent. But there re- 
mains one other victory for Americans 
to win—a victory as far reaching and 
as important as any that has occupied 
our army and navy. We have succeeded 
in every conflict except to conquer our- 
selves in the bDiotting out of racial 
prejudices. We can celebrate the — 
of peace in no more effectual way tian 
by a firm resolve on the part of north- 
ern men and southern men, black and 
white men, that the trenches which we 
together dug around Santiago shall be 
the eternal burial place of all that which 
separates us in our business and civil 
relations. Let us be as generous in 
eace a8 we have been brave in battle. 
Intil we thus conquer ourselves I make 
no empty statement when I say we 
shall have, especially in che southern 
part of our country, a cancer gnawing 
at the heart of this republic that shall 
one day prove as dangerous as an attack 
from an army from without or within. 

In this presence and on this auspic- 
fous occasion I want to present the deep 
gratitude of nearly 10,000,000 of my peo-

FETY-ONE BODIES 
RECOVERED SO FAR 


Tugs Are Still Searching Walers 
for Mohegan’s Victims, 


OVER EIGHTY YET MISSING 


Waves Have Been Throwing Dead and 
Dying on the Beach, 


THE ACCIDENT CANNOT BE EXPLAIYED 


Passengers Who Escaped Tells Stories 
of Heroic Work on Part of Mem- 
bers of Crew and Bravery 
Among Those Thrown 
Into the Sea. 


London, October 16.—The Atlantic Trans- 


port Company issued the following state- 
ment this evening regarding the fate of the 
passengers and crew of the steamer Mo- 
hegan, which was wrecked last Friday 
evening off the Lizard, between the Man- 
acles and the Lowlands: 


Of the passengers eleven have been 
saved, ten bodies have been recovered 
and thirty-three are missing. 

Of the crew and cattlemen thirty-nine 
have been saved, fourteen bodies have 
oun recovered and fifty-one are miss- 
ng. 


Since this statement was issued nine 
other bodies have been picked up, including 
two that have been identified as those of 
passengers. 

The reports of the various correspondents 
differ widely as to the rescues, recoveries 
and losses though none has been able to 
obtain the exact number of those saved or 
of the bodies recovered, 

The bodies of the. following passengers 
have been recovered: 


T. W. King, Edna King, Master King, 
James Blackey, Miss H, M. Cowen, Dr. Fal- 
lows, B. Franklin Fuller, Mrs. L. M. Luke, 
George Seymour, Miss L. H. Warrener. 


The latest advices from Falmouth this 
evening say that thirty-eight bodies have 
been identified, mostly the bodies of sailors, 
thus indicating that mere bodies have been 
recovered since the company’s statement 
was made. Thirteen are yet unidentified, 
including those of two elderly ladies. One 
appears to be aGerman. She wore a watch 
and a wedding ring, both engraved ‘‘1871.”’ 
The other wore a silver brooch with the 
letter ‘‘D’’ in pearls. This is probably the 
body of Mrs. Charles Duncon. 

Up to midnight fifty-one bodies had been 
recovered, Some were found miles away 
and it is expected that more will be washed 
ashore tomorrow. 

Many persons undoubtedly were killed 
by being dashed. on rough rocks who would 
have escaped if cast ashore on an ordi- 
nary coast. Some of the bodies sare hor- 
ribly mangled. A good deaji of jewelry and 
money has been found. 

As all the navigating officers were lost, 
it is doubtful whether light will ever be 
thrown on the causes of the disaster. 

All the flags ashore and on the boats ijn 
the bay are at half mast. 

Nine of the bodies have been brought to 
Falmouth, the others to the village church 
at St. Keverene. The rescued passengers 
are being sheltered at cottages along the 
shore and the crew at the Sailors’ Home at 
Falmouth. 

Tugs Were Hunting for Bodies. 

Tugs have been cruising in the vicinity 
all day, despite the rough weather, in hope 
of picking up other bodics. 

The cause of the disaster re- 
mains the profoundest mystery, «Nobody 
attempts to explain how the Mohegan got 
so far north of her true course—from six 
to seven miles. There was no fog at the 
time, while the wind on her port quar- 
ter was not sufficient to prevent her an- 
swering the helm. It has been suggested 
that her compass was faulty, but day- 
light lasted long after Eddystone light was 
passed.

Cuban Monuments Unveiled.

The church bells at dawn began to cele 
brate the thirtieth anniversary of the 
declaration of Cuban independence, which 
Was postpened from October lth on ac- 
count of the rain. The principal procession 
left the Plaza de Marts at 8 o'clock for 
the cemetery, where were unveiled the 
monuments presented by Cuban refugees, 
who yived in Jamaica, in honor of Mart!

The procession marched through the prin- 
cipal streets. which were décorated with 
flags and flowers. The ceremonies at the 
cemetery were Very impressive, The ad- 
dress at the grave of Cespedes was (deliv- 
ered by Senor Trujillo, editor of El Por- 
venir, and that at Marti’s grave by Senor 
Proceso.

Surgeon General of the Army Writes to 
the Relief Committee 


DISPENSES WITH ALL HELP 


Thanks the Association for What It 
Did During the War. 


SAYS THE GOVERNMENT CAN PROVIDE 


Official’s Letter Shows That His De- 
partment Is Abundantly Able To 
Care for All Sick Soldiers. 


Washington, October 16.—The following 
letter from the surgeon general of the 
army was written in reply to one sent to 
the president by A. E. Orr, vice chairman 
of the Red Cross relief committee: 

I have received the copy of your let- 
ter to the president. Im answer to your 
question as to “why the intervention of 
tne Red Cross relief commiitee smould 
be longer needed and why the govern- 
ment does mot see to it that its own 
sick are proviced for?’ 1 would say: 

The emergencies of the war made the 
ass.stance of the relief association most 
valuabe notwithstanding the fact tnat 
it is tne intention of the gvvern- 
ment to provide ilberalily for tne care 
of the gick soldiers. But, as you Know, 
with ampie means and good intentions, 
Supplies ‘cannot always be provided at 
the proper place and time t@ meet an 
emergency. Moreover, at the outset of 
the war, the arrangements made for 
providing lhght diet tor the sick which 
mad proved satisfactory in time of peace 
under the careful management of experi- 
enced medical office™s, were inadequate 
under the conditions which prevailed 
in our camps of instruction and among 
troops engaged in active operations. 
For this reason the presence of Red 
Cross agents, with their abundant sup- 
plies of delicacies for the sick, has been 
of inestimable value. 

But provision was made by a general 
order published August 10th by which 
Surgeons in charge of hospitais—gen- 
eral, division or regimental—are enabled 
to draw 60 cents per day for each sick 
enlisted man of the army in lieu of 
his regular ration. Up to that time the 
commutation value of a ration was only 
30 cents. 

The medical department does not sup- 
ply food for the sick in hospital. This 
is obtained from the commissary depart- 
ment or by purchase wherever it can 
be procured. I inclose herewith a list 
showing the articles which can be pur- 
chased from the commissary, which list, 
as you will see, includes canned soups, 
tapioca, crackers, jellies, tea, butter, 
etc. Milk, chickens and eggs, fresh 
vegetables, ete., are purchased wherever 
they can be obtained. The medical] de- 
partment furnished a few articles under 
the head of “hospital stores,’’ including 
condensed milk, sugar and tea, but no 
other food supplies are furnished by the 
medical department or can be properly 
paid for from the medical and hospital 
appropriation. Of course if the commis- 
Sary department fails to provide these 
suppiles and they cannot be purchased 
in the vicinity of a camp or hospital the 
diMiculty of previding proper food for 
the sick will be very great and under 
such circumstances the supplies of re- 
lief associations Rave been most wel- 
come. But the amount now allowed by 
the government is’ ample to provide 
everything necessary in the way of suit- 
able diet for the sick, and when there 
is any failure to provide this it is a 
failure in administrauion by those im- 
mediately in charge and not a failure 
of the government to provide the neces- 
sary means. 

You will no doubt agree with me that 
60 cents a day for the raw material from 
which to prepare a proper diet for the 
sick is a most liberal provision. The ex- 
perience of medical] officers shows that 
it is not only ample, but excessive, and 
that for sick men, living for the most 
part upon milk, weak soups and farina- 
ceous food, this amount is much in ex- 
cess of any reasonable requirement. 

Under these circumstances I think 
that those patriotic and liberal citizens 
who have contributed so freely of their 
money and time to afd in the care of 
our sick soldiers may now leave fhe 
matter in the hands of the government 
without apprehension as to the results. 


DEFENDS SULLIVAN’S ISLAND. 


Commandet Rawlins Says Health of 
the Troops Is Good at Charleston. 

Charleston, S. C., October 16.—A atate- 
ment having appeared? in several papers 
under date line of Charleston, October 13th, 
in which it was said that the health of the 
army post. at Sullivan's island was caus- 
ing the commandant much concern and 
that four hundred men were sick in quar- 
ters, Colonel J. B. Rawles, in command, 
was shown the article and made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘“T deem it my duty in the interest of 
all concerned to most emphatically deny 
the truthfulness of the assertions” therein 
made. It not an exaggeration simply, but 
a misrepresentation of the most glaring 
character as to the health conditions of the 
troops On Sullivan's island. 

The sanitary features of the post nor 
the sickness throughout the commnud 
have never been, nor afe they now such 
as to occasion apprehension, for the 
ailments have not generally been of a 
nature to occasion “‘much concern.” 
Out of strength present of 550 officers 
and men, the sick book this morning 
shows seventy-five ‘ailing, while but 
sixteen of these are in the hospital. 
Nine are virtually wel] men whose dis- 
charge therefrom will occur at an early 
date. Of the fifty-nine men sick in 
quarters, not a great number consider- 
ing the strength of the command, none 
are by Any means seriously ill, but have 
a variety of disorders, pains, aches and 
some injuries, with sprinkling of ma- 
larial fever of a light type: Of. ty- 
phoid fever five cases exist. today, but 
anything approaching an epidemic of 
this or any other disease now or in the 
near psat at Sullivan’s {sland is more 
than has heen apprehended or even 
thought possible by those famillar with 
the salubrious climate.

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Colonel Waring Has Found the City 
in a Deplorable Condition—Will 
Construct Sewer System. 


Hevana via Key West, Fla., October 16.— 
Drs. Lane and O’Riely have made a report 
to the surgeon general imsisting pon the 
immediate establishment of on American 
fever hospital here. The existing hospitals 
do not isolate yellow fever patients and the 
result is that-if a person suffering from any 
other complaint is removed to the hospital 
he runs the risk of contracting the fever. 

Colonel] Clous has received a plan of every 
fortification on the island, each one signed 
personally by General Blanco, These plans 
had heen requested by our commissioners, 
but were not delivered until yesterday. 

Tne transportation commission has be- 
gun work on the plans for the extension 
of the railrord to the camy: at Guanaodacoa, 
which will be the first to be got ready.

That the condition of the Cubans /s not 
so desperate or black as is painted, out- 
side the fact that they are short of ra- 
tions, is confirmed by €olonel Rowan and 
Lieutenant Parker, who, after crossing 
the island five times, covering 100 miles and 
visiting every insurgent camp in the 
island, report that the men in the camps 
are efficient, well disciplined and officered 
by men of a high order of intelligence 
and educaticn. From these men, who have 
Struggied and suffered for tA@ree long 
years for their ideal of freedom, resist- 
ance is to be feared to any solution of 
the problem not having for its basis in- 
dependence. 

The day has passed very quietly in every 
quarter.

WISE TOO ATTENTIVE TO PORTER'S WIFE 


She Boarded a Car for the Park—Her 
_ Husband Followed Her—She Met 


~~ ‘Wise and Then the Fight.

Wise, who was s0 badly cut yesterday by 


(Mr. George N. (Bee) Porter, is resting as 


comfortably today as the severe character 
ef his wound will permit. It is said that 
he ha® been able to talk some today. 

Both young gentlemen are married and 
are as well known ag any two men in 
Macon. 

The trouble between them was due to 
the attentions of Mr. Wise to Mrs. Porter, 
e@gainet which Mr. Porter says he had re- 
peatediy warned Mr. Wise in the past and 
Mr. Wise had promised to cease his at- 
tentions. The difficulty yesterday hap- 
pened near Crump’s park, about three 
miles from Macon, and was witnessed by 
Mrs. Porter and her sister Miss Price, of 
Clayton, Ala. The particulars of the 
difficulty are said to be as follows: Mrs. 
Porter and her sister left the city on a 
Vineville street car to go to Crump’s park. 
Between the rear seats of the car, and 
unknown to Mrs. Porter and her agister, 
was Mr. Porter. He had received an in- 
timation and he resolved to follow his 
wife and concealed himself on the car. 
When near Crump’s park the ladies got 
off the car and were joined by Mr. Wise, 
who had driven from the city in a buggy. 
The trio commenced to walk off and were 
soon overtaken by Mr. Porter, who had 
left the car. Some salutation passed be- 
tween Messrs, Porter and Wise and Porter 
immediately commenced to cut at Wise 
with a knife and cut him in geveral places, 
the most serious cut extending from the 
back of the head and under the ear and 
across the left side of the face down to 
the point of the chin. Mr. Porter evidently 
intended this stroke for Mr. Wise’s throat. 
It is said that both of Mr. Wise’s ears 
were eplit open, his nose cut and one 
slight stab inflicted in the breast. The 
knife was a small one. It was first thought 
Mr. Wise had been fatally cut, but the 
attending physicians say his life is not in 
danger. 

Attempt at Defense. 

During the fight Mr. Wise attempted to 
defend himself with his fists and did 
knock Mr. Porter down twice with a rock 
by striking him on the head, and it was 
@t firet reported that Mr. Porter had re- 
ceived a fracture of the skull, but this 
was proved not to be true, fhough he was 
severely hurt by the rocks. If the gentle- 
men had had pistols the encounter would 
have been fatal. 

The entire difficulty was witnessed by 
Mrs. Porter and Miss Price, and Mrs. Por- 
ter received a severe lick on the face in 
her ‘efforts to try and hold her husband. 
The screams of the ladies attraced the at- 
tentién of Mr. Nelson Tift, a young man 
of Albany, aged sixteen years, who was 
near by, and when he rushed to the scene 
he beheld the two men fighting. It is prob- 
able that Mr. Porter would have succeeded 
in killing Mr. Wise had his knife not closed 
up and the ladies encumbered his move- 
ments by holding him. 

Covered with Blood. 

All covered with blood, Mr. Wise managed 
to get to the house of Miss Ryder, where 
he asked for a pistol with which to shoot 
Porter. He got no weapon, however, but 
before he could get out of the house he 
fell unconscious to the floor from loss of 
blood and remaired in an insensible con- 
dition for some time. Mr. Porter went to 
Ryder’s store, where he fainted from the 
results of this injuries. He soon recovered, 
however, and came to Macon on a street 
car with his wife and sister-in-law. Physi- 
cians were summoned for Mr. Wise and his 
wounds attended to. Later he was brought 
to his home in the city. 

Macon Lawyers North. 

Messrs. Clem P. Stead, Marion Erwin 
and A. Ll. Miller, Macon lawyers, are in 
New York on legal business growing out 
of the case of Herring versus Corbin Bank- 
ing Company. Mr. Stead was appointed by 
Judge Speer. of the United States court, to 
take testimony in the above mentioned case, 
and he is in New York doing that now. Mr. 
Erwin represents the plaintiff and Judge 
Miller the defendant. They have been 
there about three weeks. It is not known 
how long they will remain there. 

Sam Jones Coming. 

It iseaid that Rev. Sam Jones will take 
an active part in the prohibition contest 
that has now opened in Macon and it is ex- 
pected that he will deliver a number of ad- 
adresses in the tent to be erected in the rear 
of Mulberry Street Methodist church. 
Geveral other noted temperance orators will 
speak during the campaign. No doubt this 
will be the most exciting election held in 
Bibb county in many yeare and it is prob- 
able that the largest vote will be cast ever 
known in the history of the county. Soon 
registration will actively begin. The regis- 
tration at the present time is only about 
2.600, but the total will probably run up as 
high as 56,000 before the books close. 

Chaplain Sam Small. 

Rev. Sam Small, chaplain of the Third 
United States volunteer engineers, will be 
stationed at Macon during the coming 
winter with the 8,000 soldiers who will be 
encamped here. He has written toa friend 
in Macon to obtain apartments for Mrs.

Moultrie is about forty miles from the 
northern Fiorida line, about 225 =—miles 
south of Atianta and 125 miles south of 
Macon, at the junction of two raijlroads— 
tiie Georgia ana Northern and the Sparks

A Healthful County. 


Colquitt county, of which 
the center and the county gy ag ed 
passea in heailthtulness, one of the es- 
Sentials of an ideal seciion. Some of the 
prime factors winich help to secure this 
very desirabie condition are the elevation 
abuve the surrounding country, the per- 
fect natural drainage and the magnificent 
growth of yeliow pine timber. 

The altitude of the town is an infallible 
Safeguard against malaria, while the 
majestic pines arg Constantly swayed by 
gentile sea breezes that aromatize the 
embryo city, thus making all Kinds of jung 
and pulmonary troubles next to an im- 
possibility. 

Jn vhe early days of Georgia history 
Colquitt county was carpeted with almost 
an unbroken waste of wiregrass, over- 
grown with a wiiderness of towering pines. 
‘the entire county being a perfect natural 
pasture, it Was devoted aimost exclusively 
to stock raising and was even thought by 
most people to be next to worthless for 
anything else.

Such vast stores of wealth as this county 
held in trust could not remain untouched, 
Citizens and capitalists began to. talk 
about railroads, and surveyors and en- 
gineers began to probe the forests. These 
enterprises were preceded by energetic 
naval store men and the demand for a 
means of transportation increased. 

In 1892 the peaceful citizens of Moultrie 
were startled by the shrill whistle of the 
locomotive and the heavy rumbling of 
ears, for the Georgia Northern railroad 
was a reality, and what had been so jong 
a quiet, isolated country village, consist-

Nothwithstanding the cry of hard times 
and the depression of business, complained 
of in some places, every department of 
industry in Moultrie and Colquitt county 
have moved steadily forward, as is cleariy 
indicated by the remarkable advancement 
of public enterprises, besides a large ad- 
dition to the county courthouse, the erec- 
tlon of a safe and comfortable brick and 
iron jail, an elegant and thoroughly mad. 
ern school building and three handsome 
churches, In addition to the growing of 
all the farm products common to this 
cliime. the trading industries of the coun- 
ty are nava] stores and lumbering. 

Exhausting the turpentine resources is a 
gradual but not a rapid process, and as 
a rule, it is not unti] the turpentine has 
been exhausted from the tree tinat it is 
cut for: lumber and not until all the tim- 
ber large enough to be sawed into Jum- 
ber has been removed from a piece of 
land that it is cleared and cultivated.

Smith said: ‘*‘Take 
that,”’ and placing his pistol within two 
inches of Wood’s head, pulled the trigger.

Smith and the 
stranger ran off. Jenkins came to town 
and notified the police. 

When the dead man’s body was first seen 
after the kiliing it was lying face down- 
ward. In the right hand were 6ix cards, 
among them being the dence, three spot 
and six spot of diamonds.

Dennis Clayton, of Athens, in His Sec- 
ond Century. 


Athens, Ga., October 16.—(Specia!.)—In 
the person of Dennis Clayton, colored, 
Athens posseses a oUaint old character. 

Dennis will celebrate his one hundredth 
birthday Monday next, and yet he is hale 
and hearty and every day can be seen at 
the beef market on Jackson street, where 
he officiates as errand boy. And while he 
is a little slow. he nevertheless fills his 
place satisfactorily. 

Dennis was sold to glave traders in Bal- 
timore in 1810 when he was but twelve 
years old and by them was brought south. 
He was, along with others, put up for 
sale in this city in 1810 and was bought 
by Judge Augustin P. Clayton, judge of 
the superior courts of this circuit and one 
of the most eminent jurists in the state. 

In 2812 Dennis helped to build tre Geor- 


gia factory, five miles from Athens. This 
was the first cotton factory bullt in Geor- 
gia and one of the first in the south. It 
was owned by Judge Clayton and Mr. 
Thomas Moore at: that time. It is now 
a by the members of the White fam- 

As soon as the factory was completed 
Dennis was put to work tin the spinning 
room along with other darkies. He worked 
there several years, and as al] those hands 
are now dead except Dennis, it follows 
that this old negro is today the oldest 
cotton spinner in the state, if not in the 
entire south. 

In 1831 Dennis helped build the new col- 
lege building on the campus, and for near- 
ly seventy vears the great men of Georgia 
have received an education within the 
halls constructed by the old darky. 

Ol@ Dennis has lived in two centuries 
already und bids fair to see the beginning 
of another. He was born a year before 
General Washington died and consequently 
has lived under every president this coun- 
try has had.

After Schley Again. 

The naval! strategists who run things 
from the big building at Washington 
are again turning their attention to Ad- 
miral Schley. Apparently, somebody is 
fearful lest that gentleman, whose sin 
is that he is not of the bureaucracy, 
will be given some credit for the part 
he played in the famous naval battle off 
Santiago, and in order that this giay be 
prevented, work is being done on two 
lines. 

First, a board appointed by the secre- 
tary of the navy has been at work de- 
termining the position of the different 
ships in that battle. We have had what 
purported to be a summary of the report 
of that board, and while it has been 
denied that this is the exact report, there 
is circumstantial evidence tending to 
show that the summary does not do in- 
justice to the views of the members of 
the board. 

If the report is, however, as represent- 
ed, there will be ample reason to expect 
it to be regarded as another evidence 
of conspiracy against Schley. It is not 
80 much what the report says as what it 
does not say. Admiral Schley and the 
officers of the Brooklyn will not object 
to the exact position of that ship in the 
big battle being known, and certainly 
to those familiar with naval warfare 
the fact that the Brooklyn wastwo miles 
from her opponents while some of the 
others were nearer, will not, of course, 
detract from the importance of the part 
she played. Perhaps it ought to be 
explained for the benefit of landlubbers 
that a ship may be two miles away from 
the enemy and yet be very much more in 
a fight than another which is half a mile 
closer, both of them being far within 
the range of all the enemy’s guns. 

Technically, Schley was in command 
of that fleet, and it happened that the 
Brooklyn was also very much in the 
thick of the fight, she having been se- 
lected as a special target by the Spanish 
fleet. If there is to be a report, the 
fact of this technical command should 
not be overlooked. It makes no differ- 
ence if the fight was fought on Samp- 
g0on’s plans. It probably was, for he 
had been in command during the days of 
watching and waiting and would have 
been a very careless officer had he not 
prepared plans to meet every emergency. 

Nobody has sought to take from Samp- 
son any of the credit for the part he 
really did play, but there has been, and 
there is, a natural resentment at what is 
considered his effort to take to himself 
all the credit and to ignore entirely the 
fact that during his absence Admiral 
Schley was in technical command. It is 
this effort to monopolize the, credit and 
to ignore altogether the man who had 
command during his enforced absence, 
that the people of the country have re- 
sented and do resent. 

And then, also, it is charged that 
Schley made a mistake in thinking the 
fleet was at Cienfuegos when it was at 
Santiago, and this is being held up 
against him. While this is not particu- 
larly jmportant, it is worth noting as 
showing the continued effort of some of 
those on top in the navy department to 
work against some who do not happen 
to be favorites of theirs. 

It is, in short, all of a piece. That 
there should be these jealousies on the 
part of the non-combatants to mar the 
magnificent work done by the men who 
did the fighting is unfortunate. It is par- 
ticularly unfortunate at this time, when 
congress is to be called upon to right 
certain wrongs under which the navy 
has been smarting for many years. It 
would not be unnatural to expect that 
congress wil] ask for a shake-up of the 
bureaucracy before it consents to make 
these corrections, and that is unfortu- 
nate because the changes should be 
promptly made. But the American peo- 
ple want fair play, and if, as it looks, 
there has been an effort to injure Ad- 
miral Schley, or anybody else, congress 
will want to know the facts about it. 
and will make the navy wait for its be- 
loved personnel bill until these facts 
are all unearthed. a 

The Making of a Hero. 

If they do not call themselves off pret- 
ty soon, the president and Secretary Al- 
ger will yet make a popular hero of Gen- 
eral Miles. This is apparently the last 
thing either of these high officials de- 
sire to.do, but their course toward the 
commanding general of the army can 
scarcely result any other way. 

The petty efforts to injure Miles by 
minimizing his importance and value 
continue. From Omaha come stories of 
intentional slights put upon him, and 
it leaks out that the reason why the 
secretary of war ordered General Shaf- 
ter to join the presidential party in the 
west was to offset, if possible, the ova- 
tion which that official was afraid Miles 
would receive. The president helped 
the conspiracy along by his rather maud- 


lin and effusive references to Shafter, 
and by doing so showed himself a part 

and parcel of the conspiracy. 

During the past few weeks there have 
been a number of instances of this sort 
of discrimination agajnst Miles. They 
have indeed been so pronounced as to 
make so strong an administration paper 
as The New York Herald say: 

Secretary Alger, with the active assis- 
tance of Adjutant General Corbin, seems de- 
termined to keep alive the feeling that 
permeates the country egainst the War 
department for its blundering and incom- 
petency in the handling and care of the 
troops, 

The special Washington dispatches to 
The Herald indicate that the secretary, 
by snubbing the commanding general of 
the army—by overruling his views when 
expressed and by ignoring him in matters 
about which he shoud be consulted—is 
punishing him for pwhblishing the state- 
ments he gave to the public upon his arri- 
val from Porto Rico. 

It would have been much more manly 
and most satisfactory to the people if an 
official reply had been made to General 
Miles’s statements. If it were in Secre- 
tary Alger’s power to refute them he should 
have done so, By remaining silent under 
the charges, and then, after the lapse of 
time, subjecting their author to covert 
Official annoyances and insulta, Secretary 
Alger and his adjutant general are unin- 
tentionally doing all they can to remove any 
lingering doubts that may have remained 
as to the correctness of the position origi- 
nally assumed by General Miles. 

Our correspondent states that the order 
of three days apo, reorganizing the 
army corps, had not been seen by General 
Miles until after it was issued. That a 
measure of this sort should be framed 
and the order issued without the counsel 
of the men at the army headquarters, 
and actually without their knowledge 
points to such an attitude of the war de- 
partment toward the head of the army as 
ealls for the serious consideration of the 
country and will demand the consideration 
of congress when it meets. In like man- 
ner, when re-enforcements were ordered 
to General Bacon, in the Bear Island re- 
gion, we are told that the commanding 
general was ignored. 

Still another instance cited occurred a 
few days agoin connection with the 
mustering out of the First immune regi- 
ment at Galveston. General Miles did not 
consider the unruly acts of a few men 
sufficient cause for disbanding the whole 
regiment. He argued that the offenders 
should be dismissed and the regiment re- 
tained in the service, and he revoked the 
order to muster it out. Secretary Alger 
on his return continued the original order. 
Upon pleas made by Representative Haw- 
ley, of Texas, it seemed for a time as if 
the secretary would reconsider the matter, 
but upon the insistence of Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin he yielded to the latter, and 
General Miles was overruled. In view of 
these facts it is not surprising that many 
army men are bitter against Alger and 
Corbin for their treatment of the com- 
manding general. 

This petty warfare in an important arm 
of the government service is not merely 
disgraceful to the persons responsible for 
it and mortifying to the American people; 
it is a detriment to the service and in an 
emergency might prove a source of grave 
danger. It is vitally necessary that there 


ation between the department and the com- 


destructive of esprit re corps and demoral- 
izing in its influence upon the service, and 
must be terminated without delay. 

General Miles was not popular when 
this war began. He had enemies who 
had succeeded in poisoning the public 
mind against him just as they first suc- 
ceeded in prejudicing the presidential 
mind. He iis nota politic man: He is 
a soldier and has all the bluntness of a 
soldier. But he showed.his ability in 
the Porto Rico campaign, although he 
had little chance there, and his enemies 
have done the rest. They have, by the 
very pettiness of their persecution, giv- 
en him strength with the people. If 
they don’t look out they will yet make 
him a hero.

Uprightness in Business. 

We believe that integrity is just as. 
dominant in the business world today as | 
it ever was in the past; but occasion- 
ally the exposure of some crooked trans- 
action, or the detection of some long 
concealed effort to defraud, rudely 
shakes the citadel of public confidence, 
and men dolefully exclaim: “These are 
degenerate times!” 

This stereotyped observation is again 
upon the lips of the people in both sec- 
tions, following the recent collapse of 
the Tioga National bank, of Oswego, 
N. Y. Senator Thomas C. Platt, of New 
York, was the president of this now de- 
funct institution, and Mr. F. E. Platt, 
the senator’s brother, was its cashier. 
In large measure the management of the 
affairs of the bank devolved upon the 
shoulders of Mr. Eli W. Stone, the as- 
sistant cashier, who enjoyed the repu- 
tation of being upright and efficient and 
who was considered in every respect 
worthy of that trust. Matters went 
along smoothly ypntil the past week, 
when Mr. Stone, after serving the bank 
for thirty years, during which time his 
raven locks grew white, fell prey to the 
insidious hand of disease. Before 
breathing his last, the sick man, who 
had enjoyed through so many changes 
of fortune the unbroken confidence of 
his fellows, confessed upon his death 
bed that he had systematically robbed 
the bank for vears, and that the extent 
of his defaleations would reach as high 
as $40,000. This declaration, coming 
from the portals of the tomb, created 
the most profound sensation, and in the 
course of the week the bank was closed 
by order of the comptroller of currency 
at Washington. Investigation of the 
assets of the bank is now in progress, 
and there is good reason to believe from 
the nature of certain discoveries that 
the loss will exceed the figures above 
given, and that the bank -will not be 
able to survive the disaster. 

We can readily understand why ‘t is 
that people are prone to bewail the de- 
cadence of honesty in the business world 
when such untoward revelations come to 
the surface of events and when men 
who have towered in the similitude of 
granite before the eyes of the trustful 
public, turn out to be pillars of painted 
wood, rotten to the core. But is it true 
that integrity is held in lighter esteem 
in the business world today than it was 
in the days of our simple fathers? May 
not the judgment which is thus hastily 
rendered upon the morals which are sup- 
posed to prevail in trade circles be due 
to the increased publicity which is giv- 
en by the press to shortages, defalca- 
tions, frauds and the like rather than 
to any marked increase in the number 
of such crimes? We must remember 
that fifty years ago the means of dis- 
seminating intelligence were extremely 
meager. There were no telegraph wires 
in those days and few railways and news- 
papers; and even the crookednesg which 
did exist in the business world was sel- 
dom permitted, by reason of these re 
strictions, to get beyond the neighbor- 
hood in which it happened to spring up. 
Moreover, the business world was much 
smaller and much less complex at that 
time than it is now, and necessarily the 


aggregate of misdeeds in trade circles 


| was correspondingly smalier. Hence, 
today appears to be indifferent to the 
old standards of rectitude which ex- 
isted in the so-called better days, it is 
due rather to the multiplicity of trade 
interests and to the enterprise of news- 
paperdom rather than to any radical de- 
parture from the accepted principles of 
integrity and honesty. 

We prefer to look on the bright side 
of things and to believe that in spite of 
frequent manifestations to the contrary, 
men are beginning more earnestly than 
ever to practice the philosophy of the 
golden rule. Of course, there is evil in 
the world, and evil will continue to fret 
the world’s existence as long as it con- 
tinues to spin through space; but there 
is good in the world also, and good will 
continue to make its habitation in the 
world until the end of time, growing 
larger and larger in its beneficent meas- 
ures from year to year. So let us get 
out of the shadows;, and taking some 
wholesome tonic for the sake of our im- 
paired digestion, let us bask more freely 
in the sunlight! 


Hebrew Statesmanship. 

In the election of Hon. Joseph Simon, 
of Oregon, to the senate of the United 
States impressive attestation is given to 
the fact that statesmanship as well as 
business enterprise is native to the fal- 
low soil of the Hebrew race, 

Without going beyond the limits of 
our own country, nor beyond the walls 
of the senate of the United States, we 
can give splendid illustration to this 
statement. In the upper branch of con- 
gress three distinguished Jews have held 
commissions in times past from three 
sovereign states in the American union, 
viz, Benjamin Franklin Jonas, of Louisi- 
ana; David L. Yulee, of Florida, and 
Judah P. Benjamin, of Louisiana. Each 
of these Hebrew senators was the recog- 
nized peer of any member of that great 
forum, and each reflected luster upon the 
state which he represented and upon the 
whole sisterhood of states; but we chal- 
lenge the parliaments of the world to 
produce the superior in intellect or in 
patriotism of that prince of the trio— 
Judah P. Benjamin. 

When the late war opened Judah P. 
Benjamin linked his fortunes with those 
of the confederate states and in the coun- 

ils of the ill-starred young government 
which arose amid the tumult of that 
great clash of arms this brilliant He- 
brew statesman touched the zenith of 
his career and achieved his most cele- 
brated triumphs. Such was the intensi- 
ty of his devotion to the cause of the 
confederate states that when peace set- 
tled again upon the country at the sac- 
rifice of the interests which he held most 
dear, he resolved to bury his American 
allegiance in the grave of the conquered 
banner. This determination was calmly 
reached and faithfully executed. Leav- 
ing the United States he went to Eng-

Foreign dispatches state that Queen Vic- 
torla is very much annoved over fhe pnub- 
lication in.

terrorism. Queen Victoria is not of a very 
forgiving nature, whatever may be the case 
with her children, and it is doubtful wheth- 
er she will ever pardon or forget the man- 
ner in which both she and her pet scheme 
are alluded to by her eldest grandson in 
his letters to the jate Prince Bismarck. 
Much astonishment is expressed that Em- 
peror William, who just at present is par- 
ticularly anxious to conciliate Great britain 
on political grounds, and who is extremely 
disconcerted, therefore, by the publication 
of his correspondence, should not have 
caused the arrest of Dr. Busch. His fail- 
ure to do 80 is ascribed to the fact that 
Busch has in ‘his possession still more 
damaging letters in the kaiser’s handwrit- 
ing.”’

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THE LATE ELECTION AND

As the returns from the recent election 
in the state are more closely examined 
the fact that fusion in Georgia has failed 
for all time becemes steadily more appa- 
rent. Not only were all the fusion candi- 
dates snowed under, but the action of 
many populist leaders in encouraging and 
countenancing deala with negroes and re- 
publicans resulted in the defeat of a score 
of _straightout populist candidates for 
the legislature, the former supporters of 
the third party refusing to identify them- 
selves longer with a political  or- 
ganization that openly admitted its 
fondness for office rather than for 
principles. The returns go to show 
that the populist party is not only a thing 
of the past as a formidable factor in Geor- 
gia politica] affairs, but that the time has 
passed when any of its leaders can swing 
votes in a fusion deal. This fact is well 
evidenced by the defeat of such well- 
known populists as Ennis, of Baldwin: 
Edge, of Marion, and many others for re- 
election to the legislature, although each 
one of them ran for office without outside 
indorsement. 

In the eleventh congressional district, 
where Colonel Jim Wilkinson, after hav- 
ing abandoned the democratic party be- 
cause it indorsed free silver, accepted in- 
formally a nomination for congress from 
the popullsts, the democratic majority this 
year will be nearly 9,000 votes. The third 
party was practically wiped out by the 
returns for local as well as state offices, 
and there is a report fn circulation that 
Colonel Wilkinson will not continue longer 
as a candidate. In fact, he has never yet 
formally accepted the nomination proffered 
him, and all the speeches he has made in 
the congressional campaign thus far have 
been on general and not on particular 
fasues.

The People’s Party Paper Was Levied 
On Under a Laborer’s Lien 
Last Saturday. 

The People’s Party Paper, the official or- 
gan of the populist party in Georgia, was 
levied on last Saturday afternoon by Depu- 
ty Sheriff Andrew J. Shropshire under a 
laborer’s lien sworn out tn the city court 
in favor of Mrs. Mackie Sturgis Holcombe, 
the secretary and treasurer of the com- 


pany. 

The amount of the Hen, it is said, is b2- 
tween $500 and $600, which Mrs. Holcombe 
alleged is due he, for services rendered in 
the capacity of secretary and treasurer. 
Mrs. Holcombe is the daughter of Legisla- 
tor-Elect Sturgis, of McDuffie county, and 
has been the secretary and treasurer of the 
company for a number of years, Recently 
she married Mr. W. H. Holcombe, the ad- 
vertising manager of the paper. 

The paper has been, it is said, in a bad 
financial condition for some time. It has 
really never been on a paying basis, it is 
reported, but until] lately has been able to 
meet all obliga*ions. It is claimed, how- 
ever, that the company will soon be able 
to liquidate all debts. 

The plant of the paper, which is valued 
at $1,000, is for sale, and the mailing lsts 
are represented to be worth $2,500. With 
these amounts the owners of the paper hope 
to meet all obligations. During the latter 
part of August the paper was turned over 
to the populist state executive committee 
and was edited by Mr, W. F. Carter, but 
he announced last night that alli bills con- 
tracted by the paper during. the campaign 
had been paid. 

The paper was started in 1880 and for a 
time the prospect was bright, but the 
failure of the daily in 1894 left several thou- 
sand dollars, it is said, for the weekly to 
pay, and the sheet never rallied from the 
effects of this.

The Question of Taxation. 

Editor Constitution—During the State 
campaign, which closed on the 65th in- 
Stant so auspiciously and satisfactorily, a 
Sreat deal was spoken and written in 
relation to ‘the question: of taxation, es- 
pecially in the matter’of a reduction of 
the prevailing heavy tax rate. 

The increase in the rate was responsive 
to the demand of the people through 
their representatives for a larger appro- 
Priation for the common schools and an 
-Nerease in the amount of pensions. 

The pensions will be reduced through 
one agent only—that of the _ relentless 
reaper. There will be no reducflon in the 
common school appropriation, but there 
cannot be, there must not be any increase 
in that appropriation. The state has made 
provision for a six months term in every 
county; that is the end of it. The state 
has done all that can be reasonably ex- 
pected of her. Now we must turn to the 
true policy as to public schoo!s—that of 
local taxation. If any county be not con- 
tent with the school term of six months 
provided by the state, let that county ex- 
tend the term two or three or four months 
by a local tax. 

There is but one way that I now gee by 
Which to reduce taxation—that is by great- 
ly augmenting the list of taxables. We 
need to discover and put under contribu- 
tion to the state hideage property. This 
is easy of accomplishment. A _ boare of 
equalization of taxation in eadh county 
With a gtate board of adjusters will bring 
to light hundreds of thousands of prop- 
erty which is now, and has been since 
the repeal of the act of ‘W-’91, in the 
enjoyment of the state’s protection with- 
out contributing a dollar to meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the government, 

An equalizing board in each county 
would work a hardship to none, but».guur- 
antee fairness to all. 

I must not be understood as declaring 
that there is absolutely one avenue only 
of escape from the burden of taxation 
under which our people are groaning. This 
question of supreme importance will go to 
the committee on finance for considera- 
tion and disposal. In that committee I 
am confident there wil] be those who will 
bend every energy to the cutting down 
of unnecessary expenses. This can _ be 
done and yet give due regard to the fact 
that true economy consists in the vigorous 
use of money. 

I cling to 


the belief that Georgia can 
deal liberally by all her institutions if a 
way be devised to make every dollar of 
property within her borders pay its share 
of the expense of government. - Respect- 
fully.

WANTED TOO MANY REFORMS. 


Chinese Emperor’s Plans Were Not 
Approved by His Subjects. 


Tacoma, Wash., October 1§6.—According 
to advices brought by the Steamship Ta- 
cima from China and Japan the oriental 
press is still in an excited state over the 
triumph of the dowager empress over the 
emperor of China. The press js unable to 
solve the riddle of the transfer of power.

In Georgia, and in every state in the 
Union, the Gay will be observed, and the 
memory of the great and noble general 
Whose assistance and energy alded the 
American colonies in obtaining their inde- 
pendence and whose friendship and interest 
resulted in such benefit to this country at 
a time wher it was sorely in need of the 
coungel of a master mind, will be hon- 
ored. 

The programmes to be observed in the 
different schools of Atlanta will ar- 
ranged by the principals of the various 
schools and will be of an interesting nature. 
The board of education has adopted reso- 
lutions requesting the teachers to observe 
the day and to notify the children that 
they will be given an opportunity to ron- 
tribute to the monument fund. 

Governor Atkinson has issued a procla- 
mation naming October 19th as Lafayette 
Day and calling on the people’ of Georgia 
to recognize it as such and requesting the 
school teachers and assisiants to celebraie 
it in the schools of the etate by proper 
exercises. 

Similar proclamations have already been 
issued or will be issued by the govern- 
ors of all the states and territories, and 
on Wednesday the day will be observed by 
well arranged programmes in every school 
in the United States. 

Governor Atkinson’s proclamation is as 
follows: 


“Whereas, It is proposed to erect a 
monument, to be unveiled on United 
States day at the coming Paris exposition. 
July 4 1900, to mark the obscure and 
neglected resting place of General Lafay- 
— in the capital of the French republic, 
an . 
“Whereas, This monument is to be erect- 
ed with funds contributed by the people 
of this country, thereby enabling them by 
this tribute to discharge a debt of gerati- 
tude to one, who, leaving the easy life 
of a nobleman in his native land, came to 
the help of our country during the dark- 
est days of her struggle for liberty and 
rendered distinguished service to her

This monument will mark the now 
neglected and almost forgotien grave of 
General Lafayette and wiil be presented 
to France on behalf of the school children 
of this country in recognition of nis friend- 
liness and eid to this country during the 
revolution. 

The monument, which it is estimated will 
cost a quarter of a million of dollars, will 
be a magnificent structure and will forever 
mark the resting place of the great general 
and noble gentleman and will be a tribute 
to his memory by a people whose welfare 
he had at heart and for whose liberty he 
fought and struggled. 

Such great faith did Lafayette have in 
the American people and so etrongly did 
he believe in the justice of their struggle 
that he gave up home, country and high 
social position to come and aid in the 
struggle. His vast wealth was used in 
furnishing arms and ammunition, and his 
master brain furnished advice and planned 
campaigns for the country which was fight- 
ing tor liberty. 

He Aided Americans. 

It was through his efforts ghat large 
bodies of troops were obtained from France, 
and the value of his assistance has always 
been recognized and applauded by the 
American nation. During his life he was 
honored and loved by the American peo- 
ple. At his death he was mourned, and 
now the school children of America who 
know of his deeds only by what they read 
in the most interesting portion of the his- 
tory of their country will contribute their 
pennies ard dimes and raise over the neg- 
lected grave of this gallant hero a shaft 
that will forever mark his resting place, 
and on which will be written, deep and 
clear, words which will tell to the world 
the love and appreciation which the people 
of the United States feel for this hero. 

In few matters of this kind have the 
echoo)] schildren of America ‘and their 
friends taken so much interest as in the 
celebration of Lafayette day, and the in- 
dications are that it will be even a greater 
success than is anticipated by the memo- 
rial commission.

All the parties 
were arrested and the keg of beer was 
captured as contraband of war. 

Frank ohnson, a negro, had a full- 
fle@ged blind tiger at No. 50 Decatur street, 
where he was dispensing corn whisky at a 
handsome profit. 

Susan Sims, a negro woman, was caught 
selling whisky in a restaurant on Decatur 
street. She wept and wailed when they 
locked her up at the barracks, saying she 
was sick and only had a little whisky on 
hand for her personal use. 

Lobe Carter, a nineteen-year-old 
had a walking barroom. He owned 
place where he could gell whisky, so he 
just went around and sold it on the run. 
He dealt out several drinks of corn whisky 
to soldiers, when he was caught and lock- 
ed up. 

H. Hastings, a white man, was arrested 
for retailing whisky at a small 

Dan Webster, a negro youth, was caught 
selling corn whisky in the rear of a shoe 
shop. 

All of the cases will be tried in the police 
court this afternoon. ‘

It was on account of-the first decision of 
the supreme court that so many of the 
tigerg cropped out in the city. The de- 
cision left the impression that the cfty 
could not enforee any ordinance which 
covered the same offense as the state law, 
and under that decision the recorder held 
that he could not fine, but would have to 
bind over. This threw the hunting of blind 
tigers out of the jurisdiction of the Atlanta 
police and then the blind tigers sprang up 
and have been flourishing ever since.

While our company was applying for and 
was ready to go into this territory and to 
build its lines promptly, it seems the other 
company was waiting and looking on, and 
finally decided tnat they would lke also 
to have the line whieh our company had

Charge Not Well Founded. 

“While Mr. S. M. Inman, a director and 
large stockholder in the Cansolidated 
Street Railway Company, and also other 
directors and stockholders of our compa- 
ny had been active and earnest in en- 
couraging the building of the Mitchell 
street viaduct, I had never supposed’ that 
the city would give an exclusive right 
over it ta any street railway company 
and the representatives of the company 
made thie statement lefore the commit- 
tee at the recent meeting; therefore the lo- 
cal article as well as the interview Of Mr. 
Spalding, which in effect charged this 
company with desiring.to ‘bottle up’ this 
territory and excluMe the other from ac- 
cess to the viaduct is not sustained by the 
facta. 

‘In so far as the charge is made against 
our company of favoring monopoly, the 
fact ia this company traverses more streets 
and mak®s aceessible mdadre territory in 
the city of Atlanta and enhances the vyal- 
ue of more propertw than all other street 
car companies in the city, it having been 
about the third svstem electrically equipped 
in the Tnited? States, and now operates 
cross-town service by thirty-two different 
routes for. one fare, serving for one fare 
at least 98 ner cent of the traveling public. 

Further Extensions. 

“Having extended and now operating 
many lirgs, it is an evidence of our .wood 
faith tha we desire still to make further 
extensions, which we will apply for at 
the next meeting of council. 

“This company does not oppose condemn- 
ation of its line on Mitchell street or elsé- 
where, except in cases provided for in tne 
grant where such condemnation is neces- 
sary in arder for another company to reach 
the center of the city. This is not the 
vase with the company applying for con- 
demnation now, for the same territory can 
be reached by Hunter and Thompson 
streets over the viaduct, this route being 
entirely practicable and no greater distance 
from the center o? the city than the pro- 
posed route via Mitchell street. 

“The patrons of our Pryor, Loyd and 
Washington street lines are well aware of 
the fact that the Alabama street tracks are 
already inadequate for the operation of re- 
quent service over these lines, hence it has 
been the purpose of this company for some 
time to connect the Loyd street tracks 
along Mitchell street with the Pryor street 
tracks and also the Whitehall street tracks 
and join with the Broad street tracks at 
the intersection of Mitchell street, which 
would be a great accommodation to the 
patrons of our lines and would avoid the 
delays which now frequently occur on 
Pryor and Alabama streets between Hun- 
ter and Whitehall, 

The New Union Depot. 

“One advantage to the traveling public 
which should not be lost sight of and one 
great reason why our company should have 
its line applied for over the viaduct is the 
generally accepted fact that a passenger 
station will soon be built on or near Mitch- 
ell street, and our lines w.ll afford direct 
connection between that depot and the 
present union depot by its lines which In- 
tersect at Pryor and Alabama streets and 
at Pryor and Decatur streets and_Loyd and 
Decatur streets. 

‘Much ado has been made by the other 
company over its prov Red transfers, yet it 
ix well Known that at present it has but 
little to transfer to, hav ng but one long 
stem line crossing the city, which does not 
reach the most important business streets 
If its proposed transfers are to be delayed 
until it constructs a great system o@ str-et 
railroads, who can estimate wnen the benent 
of transfers through that company will be 
had? 

As to Transfers. 

‘Tt has been stated by officials of our 
company that a transfer system would

The Old Jail Will Be Deserted About 
November 1. 


‘PRISON UNIFORMS TO BE GRAY 


Sheriff Nelms Will Make His Home in 


the Tower. 


WO MORE INSPECTION BY THE PEOPLE 


That 15,000 People Visited 
) Tower Last Week—Number of 
Prisoners To Be Transferred.

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“I am now told,” said S#eriff Nelms 
yesterday, “that the new jail will be ready 
for me by the ist of November. I was 
told a short while ago that it would be 
turned over to me yesterday, and you see 
how it is. I went to the jail yesterday 
and found that the cooking apparatus was 
not ready and none of the beds had been 
fixed. I hope I will get in the Tower on 
the Ist of next month.” 

On Saturday the Towe> was closed and 
there will be no more inspection by the 
public. Last week fully fifieen thousand 


people visited the prison. 

‘One hundred and seventy uniforms have 
been ordered for the prisoners who are 
to occupy the Tower. One hundred of these 
were paid for by the county and seventy- 
five by the sheriff for use by the United 
States prisoners. The uniforms will be 
gray, much resembling the uniforms worn 
by the confederate soldiers, as they are 
made of jeans. With each pair of trousers 
and jacket there will be a white cotton 
shirt. 

All prisoners will not be forced to don 
these prison garbs, but only those who are 
wearing clothes that are not clean and 
which will be deemed unfit for the new 
prison. When a prisoner is dressed in 
Prison clothes his own will be taken off. 
laundered and put away to be ‘returned 
when he leaves the jaii, 

Two hundred tin pans have been ordered 
with double trays with which the prisoners 
will be fed, 

Sheriff Nelms will move into the Tower 
with his family as soon as the place is 
ready for occupancy. His familv consists 
of hin-self, wife, three cnildren and mother. 
He will use as a residence the front rooms 
to the Tower, which are elegantly fitted up. 

The sheriff will have an office at 
Tower as well as at the coprthouse and 
will spend much of his time in the prison. 

“The Towerisarather complicated affair 
and it will take some hard work to get 
its management systematized,” said the 
sheriff yesterday. “I propose to give it my 
close personal attention. With the prison 
proper, the offices, the cookroom, the laun- 
dry, the engine rooms, lights, heating ap- 
paratus, ete, to lwok after, there will be 
a great deal for a man to supcrintend, and 
I will do my best to see that nothing goes 
wrong.” 

When the prisoners are transferred from 
the old to the new jail there will be about 
sixty state prisoners and about eighty rev- 
enue prisoners. There are at present over 
100 state prisoners in the old jail, but many 
of these will be released or sent to the 
@haingang before the Tower is ready for 
them. 

Flanagan will be the most notable of 
the prisoners transferred, and he has asked 
questions about the Tower and has express- 
ed satisfaction at the prospect of better 
quarters, 

_ The moonshiners are not so jubilant over 
the contemplated change, for they will not 
get as much sunshine as they now enjoy. 
The old jail has been so crowded that the 
revenue prisoners have been given the 
liberty of the yard very frequently; but 
at the Tower they will have only a corridor 
in which to exercise and their sunshine 
mist come through grated windows. 

Mr. George W. Pierce, the machinist who 
has looked after the visitors who visited 
the jail during the past week, says he is 
giad the public inspection is over. 

“While 1 took pleasure in showing the 
peopie over the building,’ he said, ‘‘yet 
there was always danger of some one get- 
ting hurt or mischievous boys doing dam- 
age. There were so many children that I 
hourly expected to hear of some accident. 
When the Tower was open at night, you 
know, we thought it advisable to have a 
few policemen on hand to keep the boys 
from playing pranks, as they would blow 
through tubes, ring bells, fool with the 
elevator and turn out the lights. However, 
it all passed over witmout anything un- 
pleasant and the have been given 
an opportunity to see Fulton county's fine 
prison and 1 don't there ig any 
finer in the country.”’ 

Mr. Pierce estimated the 
fifteen thousand and said he wouldn't be 
surprised if it reached twenty thousand. 

By the ist of November the Tower will 
probably be occupied and the old jail, which 
the grand juries have roasted annually for 
the last fifteen years, will be a thing of 
the past. 

Mayor Collier and County Commissioner 
Adair, both of whom were largely instru- 
mental in securing the building of the new 
jail, visited it yesterday and expressed 
themselves as pleased with the building. 


PREACHING TO MOONSHINERS. 


Unique Religious Services at County 
Jail Yesterday—A Scene in 
the Jail Yard. 


A double religious was held 
the county jail yesterday afternoon. Out 
in the yard to the prison a sermon was 
preached to the moonshiners and after- 
wards a sermon was delivered to the in- 
mates of the prison where the siate prison- 
ers are confined. 

The service in the yard was unique in 
ite character. About sixty moonshiners 
were seated in a square on low wooden 
benches, while the young men who were 
holding the services stood beneath a shed 
under which wood is kept. 

A few of the moonshiners held hymn 
books and attempted to keep up with the 
singing. They were all more or less at- 
tentive to the reading of the Bible and 
to the delivery of the sermon. | 

Off in a corner of the yard, while the 
services were going on, were three moon- 
shiners busily engaged in writing a letter 
back home. It took al] three to write one 
short epistle and the man who was putting 
down the words labored hard wiih a short 
bit of a pencil which he kept in his mouth 
the most of the time. This trio scemed to 
Gare more about the liberty of the body 
than the freedom of the soul. Not even 
religion could woo them from the memory 
of the old mountain home and the fresm air 
and the ereen hills. 

The moonshiners sat out in the sunshine 
and a strange coincidence was the singing 
of a hymn by the negroes on the inside 
of the jail immediately after the services 
to the moonshiners was concluded. The 
hymn selected by the negroes was: “Let

DIES AT THE FORT

Young Surgeon Passes Away After Lorg 
Illness of Fever and Peritenitis. 


GREATLY ADMIRED AT POST 


His Colleagues Meet and Pass Resolu- 
tions of Regret and Sympathy. 


HIS DEATH WAS DUE TO OVERWORK 


The Funeral Services Will Be Held at 
the Barracks This Morning at 10 
O’clock—Interment at Post.

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DR. DONALD A. TAYLOR, ACTING 
assistant surgeon at Fort McPherson and 
sOn of Major Blair D. Tailor, died of peri- 
tonitis at the residence of his father, at 
the post, late Saturday night. 

The news of Dr. Taylor’s death, which 
reached the city yesterday, was received 
with surprise and deep regret by his 
friends here, many of whom did not know 
of his illness and were unprepared for the 
sad announcement. that came 80 unex- 
pectedly. 

Dr. Taylor had been in ill health for 
two months, brought about mainly by his 
untiring efforts for his patients, in Whose 
behal* he worked night and day. He was 
first taken down with typhoid fever, con- 
tracted, it is said, from close attention to 


under his care. In this condition he 
continued his work for days, until finally 
exhausted he was compelled to take to 
his bed. From fever the symptoms of his 
case turned into peritonitis only a few 
days ago, but it was not until Saturday 
morning that Dr. Taylor was in a pre- 
carious condition. 

Saturday morning a change for the 
worse set in and Mrs. Taylor, the mother 
of the young physician, and also his sis- 
ter, who were in Virginia, were telegraph- 
ed for. 

At-noon Saturday the physicians in at- 
tendance believed the patient to be slight- 
ly improved, but toward evening he began 
to sink again and it was soon seen that 
he could not last through the night. At 
10:15 o'clock Saturday evening the end 
came quietly and peacefully. 

Mrs. Taylor and her daughter did not 
arrive in the city until yesterday morning, 
and both were grief stricken at the sad 
news that waited them. 

The funeral service will be held at the 
post this morning at 10 o’clock, and the 
interment will be made temporarily in the 
barracks. Later the body will be taken to 
Virginia for interment, 

The following pallbearers, appointed 
from among the stewards or the hospital, 
who were closely associated with Dr, Tay- 
lor in his work, will meet at the residence 
this morning: Stewards Haines, Johnson, 
Stephenson, Oltman, Williams, Greene, 
Wartz and Private Havens. An honorary 
escort composed of the following officers 
will also attend the remains: Captain T. 
F. Forbes,. Captain Purviance, Captain 
Flagg, Captain Partello, Lieutenants Mar- 
tin, Jarvis and Siri.er, 

Dr. Donald A. Teylor was in his twenty- 
fifth pear. and despite his youth, was con- 
sidered one of the competent physicians 
at the post. He was a graduate of the At- 
lanta Medical] college, and also of the med- 
ical school of the University of Virginia, 
where he took a splendid stand. 

In the early part of June of this year 
he was appointed an acting assistant sur- 


~ geon at Fort McPherson, and was placed 


in charge of the second row of hospital 
tents, where his thard and conscientious 
work in behalf of his patients was com- 
mended on every hand. 

When the second row of tents was re- 
moved Dr. Taylor was placed in charges 
of hospital A, one of the most responsi- 
ble positions at the post. 

Dr, Taylor was greatly admired by ail 
who came in contact with him at Fort 
McPiherson, and especiaily the hospital 
corps men learned to respect and adnuiire 
fim. One of the handsomest designs plac- 
ed on the casket was that one represent- 
ing the love and friendship of the mem- 
bers of the hospital corps. 

At a meeting of the medical staff of the 
United States general hospital, at Fort 
McPherson, held yesterday, the following 
resolutions were adopted: 

“Whereas, it nas been our sorrow to 
lose from our midst our friend and col- 
league, Dr. Donaid A. Taylor, acting as- 
Sistant surgeon United States army; and 

‘Whereas, his premature death has been 
in consequence of disease contracted in 
the faithfu] performance of his duties: 

“Resolved, That we, the members of 
the medica] staff of the United States gen- 
eral hospital, Fort McPherson, do hereby 
express our esteem of our late friX\id and 
colleague, and our regret for his sudden 
loss.

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“Lawd hab mercy’” exclaimed an ante- 
bellum negro, ‘“Jes’ look at dem Spaniels. 
Dat’s w’at I say ‘bout dese Nunited States; 
dey whips Cuby and den ‘ports dese no 
‘count dagoes ter take de place of ‘spec- 
table cullud folks.’’ 

The cause of the negro’s consternation 
Was not an invasion from Cuba; but, owing 
to his ignorance of the Latin races, his 
fears had some grounds. As the Seaboard 
Air-Line train pulled into the depot at 
3:30 Saturday afternoon, four cOaches were 
occupied by Italian laborers and their fam- 
ilies, direct from their native Italy, and 
destined for New Orleans. For fifty min- 
utes the train remained in the carshed, 
and during that time the coaches occupied 
by the swathy foreigners were visited by 
dozens of people. To the spectator un- 
familiar with the Italian in ‘his native 
garb, before he has adopted the customs 
and language of this country, the scene 
was an interesting one. Passing through 
the dimly lighted cars and looking at the 
dark faces and outre costumes, one in- 
stinctively likened the scene to one of 
Dore’s grotesque creations. In afl there 
were 189 of them, of all ages, sizes and de- 
scriptions; their picturesque head dresses 
and clothing consisted of cheap material 
containing all the colors of the rainbow, 
the predominating shades being bright red 
and orange. Men and women alike puffed 
cigarettes, the smoke of which, mixed with 
an all pervading odor of garlic, smote the 
sensitive nostrils of the spectator with 
the effect of an electric shock. 

None of the emigrants seemed to know

or care where they were going, the sole 
thought of each seeming to be the care of 
his or her scanty personal effects, which 
they guarded with zealous care. Some of 
them had gmail canvas grips, but the 
majority carried large gunny sacks which 
contained their entire belongings. Only 
one of them, a picturesque individual with 
silver rings in his ears, who rejoiced in 
the name of Jesus Pre, could speak a word 
of English. He informed the reporter that 
he came from Naples and that he was go- 
ing to New Orleans, where, to use his own 
words, he intended to “cutta da sugar 
canna.”’ 

The reporter having heard of the rom4n- 
tic beauty of the Neapolitan peasant girls, 
searched the car in vain for one whose 
looks filled the conventiona] description. 
Not one was to be found, although there 
were some ten or fifteen girls in the par- 
ty. None of them, judged from exterior 
appearances, wete in speaking terms with 
s0ap and water, and all of them bad a look 
Of premature old age. 

The personal effects of the Italians were 
varied and peculiar. Some of them car- 
ried musical instruments of different kinds: 
others clung tenaciously to chairs and sim- 
ilar articles of ‘household use, while a few. 
evidently poorer than their fellows, seemed 
to be possessed of absolutely nothing save 
a huge loaf of black bread, on which they 
intended to subsist until they reached New 
Orleans. If by chance the visitor to the 
train happened to displace any of the 
heterogeneous paraphernalia which blocked 
the aisles, he was rewarded with a guttural

growl from some dark-visaged owner and 
his thoughts instinctively fiew to stilettos 
and the society of the Mafia, Otherwise 
the picturesque strangers were brimming 
over with good humor, and endeavored as 
best they could to answer the numerous 
questions put to them. 

Some of the names of the emigrants were 
suggestive of history and tradition. for 
instance; By a queer coincidence, a cou- 
ple who gave their names as Francesco 
and Paola were sitting side by side. The 
man was engaged in the unromantic occu- 
pation of smoking an exceedingly rank 
pipe, while the woman was vainly endeav- 
oring to quiet a crying child, Leonado. 
Crispi, Carrelli, Sansoni and Antonino 
were some of the other names. 

Mr. George W. Allen, of the Atlanta ana 
West Point, who looked after the welfare 
of the Italians while in the city, had his 
hands full. In his efforts to make them 
understand him he adopted the dialect of 
the local fruit dealer, and says that he its 
satisfied it would take only one more simi- 
lar experience to enable him to speak the 
language fluently. 

The trainload which passed through Sat- 
urday is only part of the large consignment 
of Italians, hailing from Naples, Genoa 
and other cities, who have been contracted 
with to work in tne sugar plantations of 
Louisiana. Sugar planters ciaim that eaae 
Italian makes an excellent laborer, 4d 
—e have been imported direct from 

aly. 

Word comes from New Orleans that ad- 
mittance has been refused the Italians, and 
it is likely they will be sent back to Italy.

SPOKE OF CHRIST’S HUMILITY 


Lessons Taught on the Washing of the 
Disciples’ Feet by the Savior.

Bishop W. A. Candler preached at the 

morning service. His text was Philippians 

second chapter, 6th to 12th verses inclusive. 

“Let this mind be in you which was also 


in Christ Jesus.” 

The real subject of his discourse was that 
phase of the Savior’s character shown in 
His humility. The morning lesson was upon 
the washing of the disciples’ feet by the 
Master before the last sacrament. This 
exercise was disposed of in one sentence, 
showing that foot washing is not-and was 
not intended as one of the ordinances of 
the church, because if an ordinance be 
established to illustrate humility one would 
be needed also for charity, liberality and 
the other and many graces that should 
adorn the Christian. The address was a 
beautiful, rugged and impetuous torrent of 
thought, logic, love and criticism. 

“Humility, such as only Christ could il- 
lustrate, is love for the lowest, a helpful 
uplifting love that reaches its almighty 
arm to the depths of humanity and raises 
it to the heights of glorified deity.” 

In the reach of his analysis he described 
clearly and forefully the elements of this 
love and impaled upon the blade. of his 
criticiam all the shams and pretenses that 
would imitate Christ in an unworthy and 
mistaken spirit. The mighty workings of 
the Savior in the hemility that the world 
cannot understand; the touching of hearts 
by methods that can be used only in Christ's 
proper way and spirit such as pretenders 
need not try; and the great blending of 
heart beatings of God and humanity, of 
Christ and His people, even the lost and 
the outcasts, were fully and beautifully 
portrayed. 

Bishop Candler took the high and tenable 
ground that the cure for the ills of the 
world is to convert the world to Christ. 
He said: ‘In loving Christ all- such ques- 
tions as ‘How ghall we reach the masses?’ 
‘What shall we do with the vicious?’ ‘What 
methods are best with the children?’ and 
others that are usually considered by peo- 
ple in conventions assembled, would solve 
themselves. No need for spectacled wise- 
acres, who have no humility in 
themselves, but who are wrapped in their 
own pride and steeped in phariseeism, to 
discuss these problems. The one answer to 
them all is to love the masses, the vicious, 
the lost, the children, all alike as Christ 
loved them. Let the helping hands that 
reach to them come not in condescension 
or in any spirit save Christ’s own love. 
Humility, simplicity, love, plain and prac- 
tical, honest and genuine, will reach and 
save the world.’’ 

The sermon was powerful in its reach, 
clear in its illustrations, beautiful in its 
whole spirit. Dr, Candler seemed to breathe 
the whole force of his life into one effort 


: to reach and awake his people to God’s

SERMON AT CONGREGATIONAL 


At the Central Congregational church 
Rev. Frank E. Jenkins preached a gchol- 
arly and forceful sermon from the text, 
“And the child grew, and waxed strong, 
fillea with wisdom, and the grace of God 
was upon him.’’—Luke ii, 4. 

Rev. Mr. Jenkins said: 

“The child referred to here is the child 
Jesus. We are told that He grew and 
waxed strong and the grace of God was 
on Him. He is in His home in Nazareth, 
developing. naturally as a boy. Undoubted- 
ly the strongest influence of all in his edu- 
cation is that from His mother. 

“In my own mind Jesus did not yet know 
Himself. His mind was filling with ques- 


tions. 

“Jesus Christ, in the fullness of his hu- 
manity, stands before the world as the man 
perfect, showing us in power and in spirit 
how we ought to live. 

“Christ is not only a representative and 
example for manhocd. 

‘“‘He comes before us not as a mythologi- 
cal character, but the idealization of true 
manhood. He did not lay aside his man- 
hood. He united in his manhood the mas- 
culine and the feminine. 

“We have been content in our Christian 
churches to be far behind the educational 
attention of our public schools. 

“Here is a field for Christian service. 
Most of the missionaries are turning their 
attention to the children. You can revolu- 
tionize people if you can get hold of the 
children, 

“There is the chief field for Christian 
service,

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THE REGULAR MEETING OF COUN- 
cil this afternoon at the city hall does not 
give promise of anything of unusual in- 
terest. Very few committees have held 
meetings during the past week, and the 
franchise fight between the Consolidated 
and the Atlanta Railway companies is the 
main topic of interest in official circles just 
now, 

Council will not consider this matter this 
afternoon. The Consolidated will present 
a petition asking for additional franchises, 
including a right of way on Mitchell street 
between. Loyd and Broad, but this will 
merely be referred to the committee on 
electric and other railways without discus- 
sion. 

It was expected that this committee, 
which has had the franchise matter under 
consideration for some time, would be ready 
to make a report at the meeting of council 
today, but at the last session of the com- 
mittee it was decided to hold the matter 
over until another session of council. The 
committee will hold another meeting to- 
morrow afternoon, hwever, and it is said 
will prepare its report then. In this case 
it will be two weeks before the _ report 
reaches council unless a speciai session is 
calie@ for this purpose, and this is. not 
probable. 

Great interest ig being manifested by the 
west siders in the mass meeting to be 
held at Mays’s hall in the first ward to- 
morrow night at 8 o’clock for the purpose 
of discussing the franchise matter. It is 
probable a large crowd will be present and 
that the citizens will indicate the course 
they wish to be pursued in this important 
issue. As council is government for the 
good of the people in its jurisdiction, the 
citizens there believe their wishes should 
be respected. It was the intention of some 
of the citizens of west Atianta to roundly 
roast the electric railway committee for 
holding a secret gession last week, but as 
Chairman Rice has publicly announced 
there will be no more secret sessions it is 
probable nothing will be said about it at 
this meeting. 

Both companies are now applying for 
franchises on Mitchell street. It is said a 
number of citizens residing on Mitchell 
street between Pryor and Capitol avenue 
have signed a petition asking that neither 
road be allowed to jay tracka on that thor- 
oughfare. One of the main reasons assign- 
ed is that the street is too narrow to be 
continually blocked with cars. This peti- 
tion will probably go to council this after- 
noon,
